Food 

The  inhabitants  should  be  grateful  to  the  milk  vendors  for  their 
efforts  in  keeping  up  the  uantity  and  quality  of  milk  under  very  difficult 
conditions,  due  to  the  lack  of  labour  on  the  farms.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
some  of  our  largest  milk  producers  have  ceased  delivery  of  milk  in  the  torn 
on  this  account.  It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  find  that  women  are  taking 
up  dairy  work  because  as  a  rule  they  are  cleaner  and  more  careful  than  men 
in  dealing  with  food,  and  ./hen  re  hear  their  voices  again  singing  in  the 
cowsheds  we  may  expect  a  cleaner  milk  supply.  But  in  present  circumstances 
parents  will  safe-  uard  their  children1 s  health  by  bringing  the  milk  t6  the 
boil  and  then  rapidly  cool  it. 


The  drastic  rationing  of  certain  articles  of  food  does  not  seem 
to  have  ha.d  any  effect  on  the  health  and  appearance  of  the  people.  Many  who 
at  first  found  a  "dinner  of  herbs"  a  poor  substitute  for  the  stalled  ox  are 
getting  used  to  it  and  are  all  the  better  for  the  change . 


Fish  has  become  scarce  and  dear,  but  many  are  able  to  supplement 
their  rations  in  the  small  British  Restaurants  dotted  throughout  the  town 
the  form  of  Fish  and  Chip  Shops,  where  for  a  small  sum  one  can  get  a.  good 
of  fish,  potatoes,  meat  pies  and  faggots. 

Some  of  the  big  industrial  works  have  opened  canteens  for  their 
employee  ,  and  in  a  short  time  an  extensive  "British  Restaurant1'  vail  be 
opened  by  your  Council.
